Soy beans may be fed to hogs quite 


successfully provided a good mlnerali 
mixture is also fed, as soy beans are 
lacking to a large extent in mineral 
matter. 


Good success has been had with soy 


beans, mixing them .with tankage- 
one part beans, two parts tankage. 
Soy beans mny also be fed to pigs in 
the bundle and let them do their own 
threshing. 


Soy beans may be fed in the place 


of tankage when the price of soy 
beans Is two-thirds of the price of 
tankage per ton.- Of course. If yoa 
have your own beans and do not have 
a ready market for them they may 
be worth more than that rather than 
make a cash outlay for tankage.
